"This is because she does not have 


to pay ocean freight rates over long 
dstances. She has everything to gain 
by keeping out of China herself and 
urging every other nation to keep out,

If Japan can buy our cotton, 


make it into cloth and sell it for less 
than we can put cotton cloth into 
China, Japan should get the trade. 


"Japan should strive to be the Eng-

"If she needs more land for her 


people to live on let her buy it from 
Russia.

HE decision of the leaders of both parties in Congress to in- 


troduce no measures that would in any way embarrass the 


work of the arms limitation conference will be cordially ap- 
proved by the entire country. This attitude is in wholesome con- 
trast with the deportment of the Senate majority while the Ver- 
sailles treaty was beinpr written. The annals of partisan politics 
contain no more malicious incident than the infamous round- 
robin which committeed its Manors to opposition to the treaty 
before the instrument had been finished. 


Mr. Cox's place in history may be a mere footnote recordinK 


him as the sadly beaten leader of a forlorn hope; nevertheless 
his ad\ice in the hour of defeat disclosed real sportsmanship. 
There had been enoir#h of political sabotage, he declared, as 
he counseled the members of his pai'ly in Congress *° support or 
oppose measures on their merits. 


Such position is not only impregnable morally, but from the 


standpoint of practical politics it IP the wise course to follow. 
Skirmishes may be won by other tactics, but real victories are 
scored by honorable service of lasting value. The Democratic 
leaders are to be congratulated in joining with the Republicans 
to make the conference a success. If such decision heaps coals 
of fire on certain high official heads, such heads deserve to be 
singed. 


The Future Is Ours—Be Thankful 


•*~pHERE seems to have grown up a perverted idea of Thanks- 
' -L giving Day as one on which we are to give thanks lavishly 
if we have been blest with good crops, good health and an 
abundance of material prosperity. 


It is doubtful if the basic idea of the day would warrant 


any such notion. 
The day involves a spiritual rather than a 
physical observance. It is true in the early colonial period when 
our ancestors were beset with the hardships of nature; when 
the forests concealed vigilant foes bent on murder and rapine; 
when famine and pestilence threatened the existence of whole 
settlements; and when life in a new Avorlcl was a continual round 
of physical hardships, it is not unnatural that the people were 
inclined to stress the material side of their fortunes. 


But back of it all the Thanksgiving idea even then dealt 


more with the welfare of the heart and mind that with the 
stomach, with the»ideais of civil and political and religious free- 
dom, rather than the condition of crops and the material wel- 
fare of the individual and the nation.

In a material way we have advanced enormously 
in the intervening period. 
Beyond all peoples we have been 


prospered and for this we should not lack in appreciation. 


But more than ever the fact should be stressed that a 


thankfulness which is limited by the amount of turkey, pumpkin 
pie and cranberry sauce which appears on our tables on this holi- 
day is a poor form of gratitude for the real blessings that have 
been showered upon America since the colonial period. 


Even in the material blessings we have ample cause for 


gratitude this year. While we are involved in one of the un- 
fortunate periods which are always a legacy of war, yet our lots 
have been infinitely perferable to those of other peoples. 
If 


food and raiment have been lacking in America it has been no 
fault of Providence or of Nature. If there has been an under- 
nourished child, a scantily clothed mother in these United States 
the past twelvemonth, the fault has been our own and 
remediable at will. 


The wounds of war have now become scars. That awful 


period is fast fading, as years instead of weeks or months inter- 
vene since the ghastly days of slaughter and waste were stopped. 
Slowly the whole world is returning to sanity and 
stability 


Slowly, but hurely the guaranties of the constitution and the 
orderly processes of law are supplanting the grotesque mal- 
adjustments of a period of strife and destruction. 


And now as we can face the future \\ith calmness not the 
least ol the reasons for thankfulness is that the problems \\e 
face, serious tho they may be are, nevertheless, problems of our 
own making and not insurmountable visitations of Divine wrath 
We have it within our <u\ n po\\er to make this M better and 
more livable and lovable world than it has ever been before just 
as rapidh as v.e choose and in the undertaking we may rest as- 
sured that \%e v^ill have the support and not the hindrance of 
the Dume POA\ or

Several months ago the B. A. F. 


tried to distribute Leslie Shaw's re- 
actionary "Vanishing Landmarks" to 
the public school 
teachers. 
Later 


came the B.A.F. pamphlet, "America 
Is Calling.'' which 
the organization 


wanted given to every 
high 
school 


pupil. This pamphlet taught the child- 
ren that they were members of the 
leisure class and that the time was 
coming when they 
must 
"protect" 


themselves against the working class 
by foi'ce of arms. Wood forbade both 
of these attempts at distribution. 


Now again he has come to the de- 


fense of the teachers. 
Woodworth 


Cluni, one of the chief officials of the 
B. A F. in a recent speech before 
the Ebell Club of Los Angeles, charg- 
ed that the text-books of California 
public schools were teaching what he 
considered subversive doctrines. 
He 


attacked the Intercollegiate Socialist 
Society, "which stands ,for the most 
dangerous radicalism in government." 


"When these charges were 
made 


before against text-books and teach- 
ers," Wood states, "I Invited the B.A. 
F. or any other persons to make their 
accusations specific. No one respond- 
ed. 
I believe that economics and re- 


lated sciences should he taught im- 
partially, the aim being to get at the 
truth." 


That Wood is really trying to carry 


out this theory as far as he tinder- 
stands the situation, is indicated by 
the fact that, tho he recently prohibit- 
ed high school students from taking 
part in an essay contest on the Single 
Tax, he has nevertheless consistently 
kept the reactionary B.A.F. propa- 
ganda out of the schools.

IN NEW ZEALAND AS 


COURT BETRAYS LABOR 


AUCKLAND, N. Z.—Industrial trou- 


ble is threatened in New Zealand be- 
cause of the action of the New Zea- 
land Arbitration Court 
in 
reducing 


wages 
despite a definite 
promise 


some time ago that wages would not 
be reduced. 


It is generally conceded that 
the 


court's action constitutes a flagrant 
reversal of its former promise and an 
absolute betrayal by the New Zealand 
government of the workers of that 
country- 
Following an inquiry into the cost 


of living it was found, twelve months 
ago, that the workers of New Zealand 
were entitled to an increase in the 
weekly wage of $2.16 per week. This 
was refused by the Arbitration Court 
last November, and a counter award 
was made of 72 cents increase per 
week, plus 48 cents which was to be 
held in a suspense account against 
any future proposed 
reduction 
la 


wages. 


In May last a further 72 cents per 


week increase in the basic wage was 
shown to be necessary, which, added 
to the 48 cents already held in sus- 
pense, totaled 01.20. But instead of 
paying this to the workers in accord- 
ance with its pledge, the New Zea- 
land Arbitration Court withheld the 
whole amount, carrying 
it 
forward 


(in the pockets of the employers, of 
course) to the credit of the workers 
with the assurance that in lieu of this 
increased payment wages 
would be 


"stabilized" and no reduction 
made 


before April 3, 1922.
